DEALERS DO NOT SET PRICE ON 
THEIR MERCHANDISE. 


EVIDENCE POINTS TO TRUST

Products Curtailed and Price-Making 
in the Hands of Manufacturers 
Asociation. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 25.—The 
investigation began here yesterday by 
Attorney General Hadley against 
half a hundred large lumber con­ 
cerns developed the fact that prices 
on lumber have been promulgated 
through the Secretary of the Nation­ 
al Lumber Manufacturers’ Associa­ 
tion, and that persons not in the 
lumber business, such as contractors, 
are unable to buy at rates made to 
retailers for a car load of lumber, 
and occasionally can get no quota­ 
tions from which to order at all. 
This testimony was given by George 
K. Smith, Secretary of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association. 
The testimony of Smith brought 
out the fact that the lumber com­ 
panies in 11104 curtailed the produc­ 
tion of lumber over 33 per cent, and 
that price* moved up so fast that 
the price list committee had to meet 
several times during the following 
months to keep the trade advised. 
His testimony further showed that 
a farmer, who wanted a ear load of 
lumber, and orders it from any man­ 
ufacturer in the association, if quot­ 
ed prices at all, will he quoted high­ 
er than his nearest retail dealer to 
discourage those not in the trade 
from attempting to buy lumber di­ 
rect. 
It was shown that if the farmer 
got the lumber he was made to pay 
higher 
prices 
than 
the 
retailer. 
Farmers' co operative lumber com­ 
panies, organized for mutual benefit, 
were the subject of resolutions by 
the lumber interests in convention, 
and it was decided to wipe them out 
if possible. 
Contractors were served 
in the same wav as the farmer, who 
was used as an illustration. 
Small lumber dealers unable to 
have on hand hut a few car loads of 
lumber are called “illegitimate deal­ 
ers,M and often their orders for lum­ 
ber are unfilled. 
Smith explained the term poacher 
as a retail dealer who ships lumber 
into another town where he has no 
yard, to make sales. 


GEORGIA AND ALABAMA SUFFER. 


Storm Sweeps Thru, Destroying Life 
and Property. 
Atlanta, Ga., March 25.—Reports 
from points in Georgia and Ala­ 
bama indicate that 
considerable 
financial damage was done and three 
lives lost by a heavy wind and rain 
storm prevailing Monday night and 
Tuesday.

LAW IS CONFISCATORY. 


Penalties Too Severe to Permit Peace­ 
able Test. 
Washington, March 24. — In re­ 
fusing to grant to Attorney General 
Young of Minnesota a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus releasing him from the 
penalty imposed by the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of 
Minnesota, on the charge of con­ 
tempt of court, instituting a proceed­ 
ing in a State court for the enforce­ 
ment of the railroad rate law after 
the Federal Court had prohibited 
such a course, and in affirming the 
decision of Judge Pritchard of the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
Western District of North Carolina, 
discharging from imprisonment Jas. 
If. Wood, a ticket agent of the 
Southern Railway at Asheville, after 
he had been sentenced to serve a term 
on the rock pile by the Asheville Po­ 
lice Court on the charge of collect­ 
ing for a ticket on that road a great­ 
er price than was permitted by the 
State railroad law, the Supreme 
Court of the United States vester- 
day added another to the series of 
decisions which have rendered nota­ 
ble the present term of that court. 
The introduction to the opinion, 
which contains the meat of the mat­ 
ter, is as follows: 
“The Court has decided: That by 
reason of the enormous penalties 
provided in the rate laws by way of 
fines against the companies, and im­ 
prisonments of their agents and em­ 
ployes the companies are in effect 
prevented from ever questioning the 
validity of those laws, as the risk 
of confiscation of property and im­ 
prisonment of agents in ease the 
companies failed in their defense, 
was too much to undertake in order 
to obtain a judicial decision of the 
question of such validity. 
“Such laws arc. therefore, held un­ 
constitutional, as they prevented the 
companies from resorting to the 
courts, and therefore deprived them 
of the equal protection of the laws. 
“The question of the sufficiency 
of the rates to enable the company 
to obtain some return to its stock­ 
holders for their investments has for 
many years been held to I k * one for 
the courts to decide, as it would be 
a violation of the Constitution of 
the United States to fix rates so low 
as to be confiscatory if enforced.”

1908.”

To this end he says: “The farm­ 
er’s road to prosperity is already es­ 
tablished when surplus fowls, eggs, 
hogs, corn and fruits and vegetables 
begin to leave his home in pursuit 
of the market. Some farmers arc so 
absorl»ed in making a large money 
crop that the necessities and com­ 
forts of 
the home are overlooked. 
The farm dividend is that which re­ 
mains above what is used or needed 
— in other words, it is the surplus. 
The farmer who starts out with a 
firm resolution to first make a living 
and thus solidifying his home, using 
sound judgment, diligence and econ­ 
omy, will find that he is building on 
a good foundation 
and 
fortifying 
himself against dependence.” 
The Tost is glad to note from 
numerous indications that have come 
within the scope of its own observa­ 
tion that farmers in many portions 
of the State in large numbers are 
falling in line with this sentiment 
and are determined hereafter to not 
only produce more 
of 
the 
good 
things of life that.Texas soil is eager 
to yield for the satisfaction of their 
own wants, but in addition a large 
surplus to supply the needs of oth 
ers. This way means 
emancipation 
from debt and dependence, and that 
accomplished by the great body of 
farmers, they will, as Mr. Milner so 
aptly puts it, “be able to turn the 
key on their cotton crop and fix the 
price.”—Houston Post. 


vines across the strip at the bottom 
of the pole, forming a bed to hold 
the vines off the ground, Then shock 
around the poles with large bunches 
of vines, putting the nuts next to 
the poles, until the shock 
is high 
enough, then cross the vines at the 
top of the shocks, 
making 
a 
tie 
aroumf the pole and capping with 
any grass collected from the field. 
The vines should 
be 
shaken 
and 
shocked as they are plowed up. 
In 
amp weather they should 
not 
be 
packed around the poles, hut in dry 
weather they may he closely packed. 
These shocks, after the nuts and 
vines have cured, ran be taken out 
of the ground by poles l>eing shoved 
under them, handled easily by two 
men, carried in the wagons to any 
part of the farm and set up by put­ 
ting one against the other in piles 
of from six to twelve, and they will 
not he damaged by the weather. 
An acre will yield from 20 to 30 
shocks of about four and a half or 
five feet high, each shock having 
from one and a half to three bushels 
of nuts. Some crops yield 
mam­ 
as fifty shocks to the acre, with an 
average of two bushels or more on 
a shock. 
After the vines and nuts have 
cured, the pods are threshed off by 
threshing machines made 
for this 
purpose, or they can be picked from 
the vines by hand. 
A new and very promising meth­ 
od of harvesting peanuts has been 
successfully carried out by on Ellis 
County grower, who 
reports 
that 
his crop was made by the first of, 
September with the leaves still on 
the vines and that he used a wind­ 
row stalk cutter with w-hich to cut 
the vines off even with the ground, 
raking and 
baling 
them 
thereby 
saving every bit of the hay, and still 
had the nuts left in the ground, 
which 
he 
dug later. 
This party 
claimed that this method of harvest­ 
ing easily netted him t one-third 
more for his crop, as 
peanut 
hav 
ranks in value equal to that of alfal­ 
fa. 


ON R A IS IN G PEAN U TS. 


An Old Hand at the Business Tells 
All About It. 
W. II. (Billy) Stopple, of Dallas, 
who is an authority upon farm top­ 
ics has handed the following peanut 
lore to the press, and it is hoped that 
it may be a booster to the “Peanut, 
Pig and Prosperity” club of Texas: 
The Spanish peanut is the easiest 
of all peanuts to cultivate. A satis­ 
factory crop will grow 
on 
almost 
any soil except low, wet land. They 
do better on poor land than any oth­ 
er crop. 
Where the crop is rotated 
it is one of the best soil-improving 
crops on the farm. Corn, after pea­ 
nuts, will make an excellent 
yield 
even on poor land. No crop can be 
more easily or profitably grown than 
Spanish peanuts. 
Spanish peanuts 
are also more easily harvested than 
any other variety. 
Poles, on which the vines are to 
be shocked, should be ready for har­ 
vest time, which begins about Sep­ 
tember 25th, after the vines begin 
to shAd their 
leaves. 
These 
poles 
should be about three inches in di­ 
ameter and six or seven feet long, 
according to the distance they are to 
be put into the ground. One or two 
short strips should be nailed secure­ 
ly across the bottom 
so that this 
stripLwill be about four inches from 
the ground after the pole has been 
set into the soil. 
The 
vines 
are 
plowed up with a single plow with­ 
out any mould-board and one or two 
horses can be used. The dirt should 
be shaken out by band and the vines 
placed in piles with the peas all one 
way, four rows being piled together, 
or they can be shocked as shaken 
out. There is now a peanut 
digger 
that does good work. The poles are 
usually distributed over 
the 
fields 
about fifteen yards apart in 
rows, 
one row of poles for every Hi or 20 
rows of vines, according to the yield 
of peas. 
After the poles have been secure­ 
ly set about two feet deep, place the 


Only Clear Profits Count. 
The following item regarding ex­ 
periments in Illinois is very applica­ 
ble to Texas. Remember that it is 
not what one receives from any busi­ 
ness that counts; it is the remainder 
after paying all expenses 
and 
for 
maintenance 
that 
represents 
the 
profit: That the dairymen of Illinois 
are losing more than 20 million dol­ 
lars a year is proved by the investi­ 
gation which the agricultural exper­ 
iment station of the University of 
Illinois lias been carrying on. This 
investigation 
again 
demonstrates 
that the farm papers and the experi­ 
ment stations have been dinning in­ 
to the ears of the dairymen—that is, 
that a poor cow is an expensive luxu­ 
ry for any farmer. 
From the figures gathered from a 
full year test of 554 cows in thirty- 
six dairy herds it has been proved 
that twenty-five good cows earn as 
much as 1,021 poor ones. The aver­ 
age net earnings for the year of one- 
fourth of the total number of cows 
whose records were investigated was 
only seventy-seven cents. One acre 
of corn would bring as large returns 
as thirty of these poor cows. Each 
one of the poor cows make one penny 
of profit in four and one-half days, 
and it would require 474 of them to 
make a clear income of $1 a day. 


Saving by Canning. 
The home canning industry can 
he made the biggest enterprise ever 
started in East Texas, and Anderson 
County should lead in the move­ 
ment. 
This 
inexpensive 
way 
of 
saving 
the 
surplus 
from orchard 
and garden has solved a big problem 
and the adoption of the plan on a 
large scale by all who are interested 
in fruit and vegetables will provide 
all the canned goods that can he con­ 
sumed by this section and then have 
a big surplus to sell in other mar­ 
kets. If the home business men will 
join with the home canners this can 
be made a great industry^ and it 
will only be a question of a short 
time until our canned goods will be 
going to market in train loads. Our 
people should give this industry 
close study, and all interests should 
get together and make it a go.— 
Palestine Herald.

TO REMOVE STAINS / 


P R E P A R A T IO N S FOR T H E 
O B ST IN A T E CA SES. 
M OST 


To Furbish Sol ltd Woodwork— Cl tan* 
Ing tho Bathtub— Grotty Sink— 
Traatmant for Croaking Door 
Hlngaa. 


Pour keroaene on the tolled wood-V 
work and let It stand for an hour oir 
more to soften the dirt; then w ashv 
with aoap and warm water and wipe 
dry. 
Next rub on a mixture of kerosene 
and turpentine—-one-third 
turpentine 
and two-thirds oil. 
Polish with aoft 
old flannel. 
Let It rest for an hour 
or two; then polish with soft linen. 
If the surface is very dull, dirty and 
scratched, instead of washing with 
soap and water, add more oil and 
sprinkle powdered rottenstone over i t 
Rub gently and regularly, first with a 
circular motion and then with the 
grain of the wood. When the surface 
is smooth and bright, rub off the ro t 
tenstone and finish as you would after 
washing x^lth soap and water. 
To clean the bathtub, first dry i t 
then rub the stains with a piece of 
flannel dipped In keroaene. 
If the 
stains are very obstinate, scour them 
with a flannel well 
moistened 
with 
kerosene; then sprinkle them with 
salt. After the bath has been cleansed, 
remove all traces of kerosene by wash­ 
ing it thoroughly with hot water and 
soap. 
If the sink gets greasy, a little kero­ 
sene well rubbed In will make It beau­ 
tifully clean. 
Zinc buckets and tins, If cleaned 
with kerosene, will look as good as 
new. 
Kerosene is also used to dissolve 
grease that has hardened on the metal 
work of mangles and wringing ma­ 
chines. 
The metal work should be 
oiled with the kerosene and the ma­ 
chine worked for a minute or two un­ 
til the grease becomes liquid, which 
should then be wiped off with an old 
duster. 
Kerosene Is employed for the r e * * 
moval of paint stains. 
The stain, 
on colored clothes, must be dipped in 
the coal oil and rubbed between the 
hands, then washed in soapy water. 
If the stain Is on a white garment 
It should be treated as for keroaene 
washing. 
If after boiling any trace 
of stafn Is left It can be removed by 
washing and rubbing In soap and 
water. 
Creaking door hinges 
should 
be 
rubbed with a feather dipped in kero­ 
sene. 
This simple treatm ent will at 
once stop the unpleasant, nerve-jarring 
noise. 
Grass stains on table linen yield to 
kerosene.

change and barter are founded upon 
a principle as old as cultivation. Men 
will trade and trade will flow long 
after you have been collected to the 
bosom of Abraham. Clothes will be 
worn, food will be eaten and fash­ 
ions dictates will be followed in the 
future as they have been followed in 
the past. 
Let’s play a new tune in Texas. 
Let’s have something lively like the 
roar of commerce, the rumble of the 
mills, the shuffle of the looms, the 
resounding echoes of the

Get a Kitchen Cannery Now. 
Beans, peas, potatoes, corn and 
many other things may give employ­ 
ment and money during the dull 
months of summer to even those who 
have no fruit to can. Read this from 
the Greenville Banner: 
The home 
cannery idea should take hold of our 
people. Last year E. L. Turner, who 
lives in Rains County, and we fre­ 
quently hear some one poking fun at 
this small county, cleared $600 from 
the products of 6 acres of land, which 
he could not dispose of without loss. 
This is something worth thinking 
about. 
He marketed 
much 
more 
from these six acres and the balance 
he canned and sold to the amount of 
$600 in profits. How’s that for a 
home cannery? There is little ex­ 
pense attached to operating one of 
these outfits. With them what would 
be lost, go to waste, can be turned 
into profits. 


Ctleried Oysters.

melted butter.

Sift together the flour, baking pow­ 
der, sugar and salt. Mix the egg and 
milk with 
the squash, then add the 
flour and butter. 
Beat well and bake 
in hot buttered gem pans for 25 mln-, 
utes in a moderate oven. 
One-fourth 
level teaspoonful cinnamon or ginger 
may be added if desired. 


Hot Potato Salad. 
Cut six medium sized cold boiled po-j 
tatoes in very thin slices. 
Cover the; 
bottom of a baking dish with pota-' 
toes, season with 
salt and 
pepper,• 
sprinkle with finely chopped celery,; 
then with finely chopped parsley. Mix 
two tablespoonfuls each of tarragon; 
and cider vinegar and four tablespoon-*; 
fuls of olive oil; then add one slice of] 
lemon cut one-third of an inch thick. 
Bring to the boiling point, pour over! 
potatoes, cover, and let stand in a 
moderate oven until thoroughly heated.

SUGAR BEET EXPERIMENT 


T/it* Frisco W ill Supply Seed to Farm ­ 
ers. 
It is being demonstrated 
more 
clearly from day to day that there 
can be produced in Texas practical­ 
ly any agricultural 
product 
that 
can be grown profitably in any oth­ 
er State. The gospel of diversifica­ 
tion is being more generally accept­ 
ed as the true means of salvation 
of the farmer, and as it becomes 
more general experimentation with 
other than the usual crops becomes 
more widespread. 
One of the latest additions to the 
list of crops to be tried systematical­ 
ly in this State is the sugar beet, 
which lias been the means of en­ 
hancing the value of 
land 
manv 
times over in those sections where 
its growth has been successful. The 
beet sugar industry in the United 
States has been one of very rapid 
growth. From 18G3-G4 to 
1871-72 
the production of sugar beets in this 
country a ve/aged from 300 to 500 
tons a year. The annual production 
now is over 400,000 tons, and it is 
still growing rapidly, as 
will 
be 
seen from the *fact that in 1905- 
06 the production was 279,393 tortf, 
whereas for >906-07 it was 431,000 
tons. 
It was announced a day or so ago 
from Dublin, Erath County, that the 
offer of W. B. Drake of the Frisco 
Railroad to distribute free of charge 
a sufficient quantity of sugar beet 
seed to plant from a quarter to half 
an acre wras taken advantage of by 
several farmers of that vicinity. The 
supply sent was not near sufficient 
for the demand. The Frisco people 
are of the opinion that the beet will 
thrive in that section, and the seeds 
distributed will be given a thorough 
test. Reports will be made to Mr. 
Drake on growth and harvesting of 
the beet. The seed 
was 
furnish­ 
ed by Mr. 
Drake 
as an 
experi­ 
ment, 
and 
all 
the 
requirements 
of those who were furnished seeds 
were to follow instructions In re­ 
gard to planting and harvesting the 
;rop. It is hoped the experiment will 
prove a success, as it will induce a 
sugar beet factory to come, and also 
inouce the farmers to diversify and 
not depend entirely upon the cotton 
crop as their only product. 
The sugar beet has already been 
tried in some 
of 
the 
Panhandle 
counties, and reports indicate that 
it proved adaptable to that section; 
that the soil was of the right kind, 
ao.i it w'as expected that its growth 
w'ould soon become extensive. Speci­ 
mens of Panhandle sugar beets have 
been shown in Dallas, which were 
magnificent products. Just why the 
expected rapid development of the 
industry did not come about is not 
stated, but it seems the principal de­ 
terrent has been lack of a beet sugar 
factory. 
It would appear to the 
layman that if an organized effort 
w’ere made to convince the owners 
of beet sugar 
factories 
In 
other 
States of the adaptability of Texas 
lands to the growth of sugar beets, 
and a stipulated number of tons be 
guaranteed each year, there would 
be little difficulty in getting a fac­ 
tory, These facts, of course, would 
naturally have to be shown beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 
It is to be hoped that every effort 
will be made by those using the seed 
being furnished at Dublin and else­ 
where to make the experiment a suc­ 
cess, and that the beet and the land 
be given a fair chance to do their 
best and prove the possibilities of 
the new crop. In the meantime the 
Panhandle people who.have already 
achieved more or less success with 
the sugar beet should not cease their 
efforts to demonstrate beyond per- 
adventure that Texas is capable of 
being made the greatest beet sugar 
State as well as the greatest in the 
production of many other things it 
now produces regularly. 
It 
will 
mean millions of added wealth with­ 
in a short time and will give the 
Texas farmer another source from 
which to draw an income. 
Investigate 
this 
matter. 
Your 


land may be adapted to sugar beet 
production. Send to the Agricultur­ 
al Department at Washington for a 
bulletin on sugar beet production. It 
will cost you nothing and may help 
make it easier to succeed on the 
farm.—Dallas News. 


The Useful Garden 8pot. 
Any spot in Texas Is 
a 
garden 
spot if the owner of it will only de­ 
vote a little of his time to making 
it so. 
And nothing will pay any 
better or quicker returns than a well 
selected 
and 
properly 
conducted 
garden spot. It need not he a large 
one. 
In fact, there is more danger 
of failure on account of too large 
a garden than because of one too 
small. 
It is a matter of cultivation 
and of intensification more than a 
matter of broad acres. Almost any­ 
thing properly cultivated in Texas 
will bring in a good return in mon­ 
ey, and some of the enterprises that 
are yielding good revenues are quite 
out of the ordinary and surprising. 
A man in Grayson County is getting 
rich out of the industry of raising 
weeds. 
Nearly every farmer raise* 
a greater or smaller crop of weeds 
each year, hut lie does not pay prop­ 
er attention to the business. It is a 
scheme of nature that nothing is to 
bo created w'ithout a purpose, and 
every weed that grows is of some 
use 
to 
mankind. 
This 
Grayson 
County man has found the weeds 
that are of benefit to mankind, and 
he raises them 
as they should be 
raised and gets good prices for them 
from the various drug houses of the 
country. Other men are very rapidly 
learning that money is to he made 
from crops 
that 
have 
heretofore 
l>een 
considered 
of 
little 
conse­ 
quence except for local use on ttie 
farm. The possibilities for making 
nidney out oi( these crops are being 
demonstrated every day, and yet the 
people of Texas are Just beginning 
to learn of the wealth that lies at 
hand.—Fort Worth Record.

son, fourth president of the United 
States, made a treaty with seven In­ 
dian tribes that dwelt northwest of 
the Ohio river, in the heart of the wil­ 
derness. To each of the chiefs of these 
tribes, including the Delawares, the 
Pottawatomies and the Miami clans, 
the Great Father in Washington sent’ 
a token of the compact signed be­ 
tween them. The offering of the chief 
executive was a heavy silver medal, 
of fine workmanship, bearing on one 
side a raised bust of the president and 
on the other a design of a pair of 
clasped hands, beneath the crossed 
pipes of the white man and the red 
man—emblems^ of everlasting peace, 
and friendship. 
The medals were worn with mucli 
pride, doubtless, by the seven warriorst 
so signally honored, then handed tc* 
succeeding 
generations 
and 
finally 
were mislaid or lost. 
So far as is 
known onty one has ever been heard 
from by the United States government 
since that time. 
It is owned by a 
Rosedale, Kan., man, Corwin S. Curtis,* 
proprietor of a woodworking factory'; 
and machine shop at 1718 Kansas! 
City Avenue, in that city. Mr. Curtis, 
has taken his medal to the national 
mint in Philadelphia and compared it 
with the bronze original there.

Products Curtailed and Price-Making 
in the Hands of Manufacturers 
Asociation. 


St. Louis, M o, March 25.— Hic 
investigation began here yesterday b) 
Attorney 
General Hadley against 
half a hundred large lumber con­ 
cerns developed the fact that prices 
on lumber have been promulgated 
through the Secretary oi tile Nation­ 
al Lumber Manufacturers Associa­ 
tion, and that persons not iii the 
lumber business, such as contractors, 
are unable to buy at rates made to 
retailers for a car load of lumbei, 
and occasionally can get no quota­ 
tions from which to order at all. 
This testimony was given by George 
K . Smith, Secretary of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association. 
The testimony of Smith brought 
out the fact that the lumber com­ 
panies in 1904 curtailed the produc­ 
tion of lumber over 33 per cent, and 
that prices moved up so last that 
the price list committee had to meet 
several times during the following 
months to keep the trade advised. 
H is testimony further showed that 
a farmer, who wanted, a car load of 
lumber, and orders it from any man­ 
ufacturer in the association, if quot­ 
ed prices at all, will he quoted high­ 
er than his nearest retail dealer to 
discourage those not in the trade 
from attempting to buy lumber di- 
rect. 
It was shown that if the farmer 
got the lumber he was made to pay 
higher 
prices 
than 
the 
retailer. 
Farmers’ co-operative lumber com­ 
panies, organized for mutual benefit, 
were the subject of resolutions by 
the lumber interests in convention, 
and it was decided to wipe them out 
if possible. 
Contractors were served 
in the same way as the farmer, who 
was used as an illustration. 
Small lumber dealers unable to 
have on hand hut a few car loads of 
lumber are called “ illegitimate deal­ 
ers/’ and often their orders for lum­ 
ber are unfilled.

Penalties Too Severe to Perm it Peace­ 
able Test. 
Washington, March 24. — In re­ 
cusing to grant to Attorney General 
Young of Minnesota a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus releasing him from the 
penalty imposed by the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of 
Minnesota, on the charge of con­ 
tempt of court, instituting a proceed­ 
ing in a State court for the enforce­ 
ment of the railroad rate law after 
the Federal Court had prohibited 
such a course, and in affirming the 
decision of Judge Pritchard of the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
Western District of North Carolina, 
discharging from imprisonment Jas. 
II. Wood, a ticket agent of the 
Southern Railway at Asheville, after 
he had been sentenced to serve a term 
on the rock pile by the Asheville Po­ 
lice Court on the charge of collect­ 
ing for a ticket on that road a great­ 
er price than was permitted by the 
State railroad law, the Supreme 
Court of the I nited States voster- 
day added another to the series of 
decisions which have rendered nota­ 
ble the present term of that court. 
The introduction to the opinion, 
which contains the meat of the mat­ 
ter, is as follows: 
“ The Court has decided : I hat by 
reason of the enormous penalties 
provided iii the rate laws bv way of 
fines against the companies, and im­ 
prisonments of their agents and em­ 
ployes the companies are in effect 
prevented from ever questioning the 
validity of those laws, as the risk 
of confiscation of property and im­ 
prisonment of agents in ease the 
companies failed in their defense, 
was too much to undertake in order 
to obtain a judicial decision of the 
question of such validity. 
“ Such laws arc. therefore, held un­ 
constitutional as they prevented the 
companies from resorting to the 
courts, and therefore deprived them 
of the equal protection of the laws. 
“ T I ie question of the sufficiency 
of the rates to enable the company 
to obtain some return to its stock­ 
holders for their investments has for 
many years been held to be one for 
the courts to decide, as it would be 
a violation of the Constitution of 
the United States to fix rates so low 
as to be confiscatory if enforced.”

Pregnant Truths.

Doubtless 
foreseeing 
continued 
stagnation in trade for some months 
to come, even in 
the 
absence 
of 
more exciting causes 
for 
dullness 
than at present rule, 
Hon. 
Ii. 
T. 
Milner, commissioner 
of 
agricul­ 
ture, whose grasp of economic facts 
and conditions is much 
ahead 
of 
that 
of 
many 
others 
who make 
greater pretensions thereto, 
wisely 
counsels Texas farmers to give every 
r<iasonable attention to diversifica­ 
tion, with the view of having as lit­ 
tle to buy to meet their own neces­ 
sities, and as much to sell to meet 
the necessities of the outside world 
as possible. 
To this end he says: “The farm­ 
er’s road to prosperity is already es­ 
tablished when surplus fowls, eggs, 
hogs, corn and fruits and vegetables 
begin to leave his home in pursuit 
cf the market. Some fanners are so 
absorbed in making a large money 
crop that the necessities and com­ 
forts 
of 
the home are overlooked. 
The farm dividend is that which re­ 
mains above what is used or needed 
— in other words, it is the surplus. 
The farmer who starts out with a 
firm resolution to first make a living 
and thus solidifying his home, using 
sound judgment, diligence and econ­ 
omy, will find that he is building on 
a good foundation 
and 
fortifying 
himself against dependence.” 
The Post is glad to note from 
numerous indications that have come 
within the scope of its own observa­ 
tion that farmers in many portions 
of the State in large numbers are 
falling in line with this sentiment 
and are determined hereafter to not 
only produce more 
of 
the 
good 
things of life that Texas soil is eager 
to yield for the satisfaction of their 
own wants, but in addition a large 
surplus to supply the needs of oth­ 
ers. This way means 
emancipation 
from debt and dependence, and that 
accomplished by the great body of 
farmers, they will, as Mr. Milner so 
aptly puts it, “be able to turn the 
key on their cotton crop and fix the 
price.”— Houston Post. 


ON R A IS IN G P E A N U T S . 


An Old Hand at the Business Tells 
All About It. 
W. TI. (Billy) Stopple, of Dallas, 
who is an authority upon farm top­ 
ics has handed the following peanut 
lore to the press, and it is hoped that 
it may be a booster to the “ Peanut, 
Pig and Prosperity” club of Texas: 
The Spanish peanut is the easiest 
of all peanuts to cultivate. 
A satis­ 
factory crop will grow' 
on 
almost 
any soil except low, wet land. They 
do better on poor land than any oth­ 
er crop. 
Where the crop is rotated 
it is one of the best soil-improving 
crops on the farm. Corn, after pea­ 
nuts, will make an excellent 
yield 
even on poor land. No crop can be 
more easily or profitably grown than 
.Spanish peanuts. 
Spanish peanuts 
are also more easily harvested than 
any other variety. 
Poles, on which the vines are to 
be shocked, should be ready for har­ 
vest time, w'hich begins about Sep­ 
tember 25th, after the vines begin 
to shnd their 
leaves. 
These 
poles 
should be about three inches in di­ 
ameter and six or seven feet long, 
according to the distance they are to 
be put into the ground. One or two 
short strips should be nailed secure­ 
ly across the bottom 
so 
that 
this 
strip^ will be about four inches from 
the ground after the pole has been 
set into the soil. 
The 
vines 
are 
plowed up with a single plow with­ 
out any mould-board and one or two 
horses can be used. The dirt should 
be shaken out by hand and the vines 
placed in piles with the peas all one 
way, four rows being piled together, 
or they can be shocked as shaken 
out. There is now a peanut 
digger 
that does good work. The poles are 
usually distributed over 
the 
fields 
about fifteen yards apart in 
rowrs, 
one row of poles for every IG or 20 
rows of vines, according to the yield 
of peas. 
After the poles have been secure­ 
ly set about two feet deep, place the 


vines across the strip at the bottom 
of the pole, forming a bed to hold 
the vines off the ground. Then shock 
around the poles with large bunches 
of vines, putting the nuts next to 
the poles, until the shock 
is 
high 
enough, then cross the vines at the 
top of the shocks, 
making 
a 
tie 
around the pole and capping with 
any grass collected from the field. 
The vines should 
be 
shaken 
and 
shocked as they are plowed up. 
In 
damp weather they should 
not 
be 
packed around the poles, but in dry 
weather they may be closely packed. 
These shocks, after 
the 
nuts 
and 
vines have cured, can be taken out 
of tim ground by poles being shoved 
under them, handled easily by two 
men, carried in the wagons to any 
part of the farm and set up by put­ 
ting one against the other in piles 
of from six to twelve, and they will 
riot be damaged by the weather. 
An acre will yield from 20 to 30 
shocks of about four and a half or 
five feet high, each shock having 
from one and a half to three bushels 
of nuts. Some crops yield ao many 
as fifty shocks to the acre, with an 
average of two bushels or more on 
a shock. 
After the vines and nuts have 
cured, the pods are threshed off by 
threshing machines made 
for 
this 
purpose, or they can be picked from 
the vines by band. 
A new and very promising meth­ 
od of harvesting peanuts has been 
successfully carried out by an Ellis 
County grower, who 
reports 
that 
his crop was made by the first 
of, 
September with the leaves still on 
the vines and that he used a wind­ 
row stalk cutter with which to cut 
the vines off even with the ground, 
raking and 
baling 
them 
thereby 
saving every bit of the hay, and still 
bad the nuts left 
in 
the 
ground, 
which he 
dug 
later. 
This party 
claimed that this method of harvest­ 
ing 
easily 
netted 
him # one-third 
more for his crop, as 
peanut 
hay 
ranks in value equal to that of alfal­ 
fa. 


Only Clear Profits Count. 
The following item regarding ex­ 
periments in Illinois is very applica­ 
ble to Texas. Remember that it is 
not what one receives from any busi­ 
ness that counts; it is the remainder 
after paying all expenses 
and 
for 
maintenance 
that 
represents 
the 
profit: That the dairymen of Illinois 
are losing more than 20 million dol­ 
lars a year is proved by the investi­ 
gation which the agricultural exper­ 
iment station of the University of 
Illinois has been carrying on. This 
investigation 
again 
demonstrates 
that the farm papers and the experi­ 
ment stations have been dinning in­ 
to the ears of the dairymen—that is, 
that a poor cow is an expensive luxu­ 
ry for anv fanner. 
J 
J 
From the figures gathered from a 
full year test of 554 cows in thirty- 
six dairy herds it has been proved 
that twenty-five good cows earn as 
much as 1,021 poor ones. The aver­ 
age net earnings for the year of one- 
fourth of the total number of cow?s 
whose records were investigated was 
only seventy-seven cents. One acre 
of corn would bring as large returns 
as thirty of these poor cows. Each 
one of the poor cows make one penny 
of profit in four and one-half days, 
and it wmuld require 474 of them to 
make a clear income jf $1 a day.

The home canning industry can 
he made the biggest enterprise ever 
started in East Texas, and Anderson 
County should lead in the move­ 
ment. 
This 
inexpensive 
way 
of 
saving 
the 
surplus 
from orchard 
and garden has solved a big problem 
and the adoption of the plan on a 
large scale by all who are interested 
in fruit and vegetables will provide 
all the canned goods that can be con­ 
sumed by this section and then have 
a big surplus to sell in other mar­ 
kets. lf the home business men will 
join with the home canners this can 
be made a great industry* and it 
will only be a question of a short 
time until our canned goods will he 
going to market in train loads. Our 
people should give this industry 
close study, and all interests should 
get together and make it a go.—

not by some one owning it, by a ten­ 
ant, and every piece of vacant prop­ 
erty in the city occupied by the own­ 
er of a business or a wage earner. 
A commercial organization 
backed 
up 
by 
the 
business interests and 
property owners, 
will 
accomplish 
this in an incredibly short time and 
thus improve the conditions of ev­ 
ery citizen. 
The good to be accom­ 
plished in this direction is incalcula­ 
ble and far reaching—too far reach­ 
ing to be ascertained at the outset of 
a campaign with this end in view 
but certainly great and satisfactory 
results at the end. 


Get a 
Kitchen Cannery Now. 


Beans, peas, potatoes, corn and 
many other things may give employ­ 
ment and money during the dull 
months of summer to even those who 
have no fruit to can. Read this from 
the Greenville Banner: 
The 
home 
cannery idea should take hold of our 
people. Last year L. L. Turner, who 
lives in Rains County, and we fre­ 
quently hear some one poking fun at 
this small county, cleared $600 from 
the products of G acres of land, which 
he could not dispose of without loss. 
This 
is 
something worth thinking 
about. 
He marketed 
much 
more 
from these six acres and the balance 
he canned and sold to the amount of 
$G00 in profits. How’s that for a 
home 
cannery? 
There is little ex­ 
pense attached to operating one of 
these outfits. With them what w'ould 
be lost, go to waste, can be turned 
into profits. 


Pour kerosene on the soiled w ood-y. 
work and let it stand for an hour orr 
more to soften the dirt; then w a s h v 
with soap and w arm w ater and wipe 
dry. 
Next rub on a m ixture of kerosene 
and turpentine—one-third 
turpentine 
and two-thirds oil. 
Polish with soft 
old flannel. 
L et it rest for an hour 
or two; then polish with soft linen. 
If the surface is very dull, dirty and 
scratched, instead of w ashing with 
soap and water, add more oil and 
sprinkle powdered rottenstone over it. 
Rub gently and regularly, first with a 
circular motion and then with the 
grain of the wood. 
W hen the surface 
is smooth and bright, rub off the rot­ 
tenstone and finish as you would after 
washing vyith soap and water. 
To clean the bathtub, first dry it, 
then rub the stains with a piece of 
flannel dipped In kerosene. 
If the 
stains are very obstinate, scour them 
with a flannel well 
m oistened 
with 
kerosene; 
then sprinkle them with 
salt. After the bath has been cleansed, 
remove all traces of kerosene by w ash­ 
ing it thoroughly with hot w ater and 
soap. 
If the sink gets greasy, a little kero­ 
sene well rubbed in will m ake it beau­ 
tifully clean. 
Zinc buckets and tins, lf cleaned 
with kerosene, will look as good a3 
new. 
Kerosene is also used to dissolve 
grease that has hardened on the metal 
work of mangles and wringing m a­ 
chines. 
The metal work should be 
oiled with the kerosene and the m a­ 
chine worked for a m inute or two un­ 
til the grease becomes liquid, which 
should then be wiped off with an old 
duster. 
Kerosene Is employed for the re- 
moval of paint stains. 
The stain, iffB ^ 
on colored clothes, m ust be dipped in 
the coal oil and rubbed between the 
hands, then washed in soapy water. 
If the stain is on a white garm ent 
It should be treated as for kerosene 
washing. 
If after boiling any trace 
of stain is left It can be removed by 
washing and 
rubbing in soap and 
water. 
Creaking door hinges 
should 
be 
rubbed with a feather dipped in kero­ 
sene. 
This simple treatm ent will at 
once stop the unpleasant, nerve-jarring 
noise. 
Grass stains on table linen yield to 
kerosene. 


Celeried Oysters. 
W ash one pint of oysters, drain and 
dry in napkin. 
Melt two tablespoon­ 
fuls butter and roll one-half cupful of 
cracker crumbs. 
Dip 
the oysters 
in 
the butter, then in crum bs after adding 
a dash of salt and pepper. Cook in hot 
buttered frying pan. 
Spread on slices 
of well-buttered toasted bread. 
Pour 
over them white sauce, and 
sprinkle 
with finely chopped celery. 
W hite Sauce—Melt two tablespoon­ 
fuls butter, blend with It 
two 
table­ 
spoonfuls flour; season with salt and 
pepper, adding gradually one cupful 
scalded milk. 
This is excellent 
pre­ 
pared in a chafing dish. 


Squash Gems. 
Two and three-fourth cupfuls flour, 
4% level teaspoonfuls baking powder, 
one-fourth cupful sugar, one level tea­ 
spoonful salt, two-thirds cupful cooked 
and sifted squash, one egg well beaten, 
one cupful 
milk, two 
tablespoonful* 
melted butter. 
Sift together the flour, baking pow­ 
der, sugar and salt. 
Mix the egg and 
milk with 
the 
squash, then add the 
flour and butter. 
Beat well and bake 
in hot buttered gem pans for 25 m in­ 
utes in a m oderate oven. 
One-fourth 
level teaspoonful cinnamon or ginger 
may be added if desired. 


Hot Potato Salad. 
Cut six medium sized cold boiled po-| 
tatoes in very thin slices. 
Cover the; 
bottom of a baking dish with pota-: 
toes, season with 
salt and 
pepper,, 
sprinkle with finely chopped celery,; 
then with finely chopped parsley. Mix 
two tablespoonfuls each of tarragon, 
and cider vinegar and four tablespoon-, 
fuls of olive oil; then add one slice of.1 
lemon cut one-third of an Inch thick. 
Bring to the boiling point, pour over 
potatoes, cover, and let stand in a 
m oderate oven until thoroughly heated.

Drake 
as 
an 
experi­ 
ment,

It is hoped the experiment will 
prove a success, as it will induce a 
sugar beet factory to come, and also 
‘no,uce the farmers to diversify and 
not depend entirely upon the cotton 
crop as their only product.

counties, and reports indicate that 
it proved adaptable to that section; 
that the soil was of the right kind, 
ae. I it was expected that its growth 
would soon become extensive. Speci­ 
mens of Panhandle sugar beets have 
been shown in Dallas, which were 
magnificent products.
